Lifeguards from the pool brought one 
of the facility’s defibrillators, and EMS 
was on scene within minutes to 
transport Klein to St. Albert’s Sturgeon 
General Hospital.

O City, Oilers should negotiate on team’s share: Report 
O Seat licences allow for ‘pay me now or pay me later’

Whether seat licences are 
introduced in a new down¬ 
town arena or ticket prices 
are simply increased 
should be left up to the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers, says a new 
report. 

“The benefit of a seat li¬ 
cence is obviously it does 
generate revenue,” said city 
manager Simon Farbroth- 
er. “(But) the Oilers have 
felt that maybe the seat li¬ 
cence is not something 
they believe is the ideal sit¬ 


uation in the Edmonton 
market.” 

A personal seat licence 
gives the holder the right 
to purchase season tickets 
for a certain seat or suite. 
The proceeds are then used 
for construction costs. 

The report, released last 
week, will be looked at on 
Wednesday by city council, 
which requested the infor¬ 
mation. 

It states that ticket 
prices will increase when 
the Oilers move to a new 
arena, but that “the in¬ 
crease will be more if PSLs 
are not used, and less if 


PSLs are used.” 

“The team could dis¬ 
pense with PSLs and charge 
higher ticket prices, or they 
could charge a PSL and low¬ 
er ticket prices,” states the 
report. 

The city has said it could 
raise $250 million through 
a community-revitalization 
levy and ticket surcharge 
for the $450-million proj¬ 
ect. Oilers owner Daiyl 
Katz has promised $100 
million. 

More details regarding 
negotiations between the 
team and the city will come 
forward to council April 6.

Hundreds of armed anti¬ 
government forces 

backed by rebel troops 
who control Zawiya, near 
Tripoli, prepared yester¬ 
day to repel an expected 
offensive by forces loyal 
to Moammar Gadhafi. 

The Gadhafi regime, ea¬ 
ger to show foreign re¬ 
porters that the country is 
calm and under the dicta¬ 
tor’s control, took visiting 
journalists to Zawiya, 50 
kilometres west of Tripoli. 
But an Associated Press 
reporter on the tour con¬ 
firmed the anti-govern¬ 
ment rebels are in control 
of the centre of the city of 
200,000. They have de¬ 
ployed army tanks and an¬ 
ti-aircraft guns mounted 


on pickup trucks. 

On the outskirts of the 
city, however, they are 
surrounded by pro-Gad- 
hafi forces, also backed by 
tanks and anti-aircraft 
guns. 

Gadhafi has launched 
by far the bloodiest crack¬ 
down in a wave of anti¬ 
regime uprisings 

sweeping the Arab world. 
The United States, Britain 
and the United Nations 
Security Gouncil imposed 
sanctions on Libya over 
the weekend. Human- 
rights groups and Euro¬ 
pean officials have put 
the death toll at hun¬ 
dreds, and even thou¬ 
sands.

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Former cult 
leader dies in 
prison wrangle 


O ‘Moses’ Theriault led notorious sect in the 1980s 
O Had maniacal streak that triggered brutal violence 


Former cult leader Roch 
“Moses” Theriault was 
found dead in his cell at 
the correctional centre in 
Dorchester, N.B. 

RCMP say Theriault, 63, 
was involved in an alterca¬ 
tion early Saturday morn¬ 
ing and died as a result of 
his injuries. 

Police are calling his 
death a homicide and have 
launched a murder inves¬ 
tigation. 

A 59-year-old inmate at 
the penitentiary was ar¬ 
rested in connection with 
the incident and was later 
released back into the 
prisoner population. 

Theriault founded and 
led a notorious sect in the 
1980s. It was first estab-

lished in two Quebec 
towns, Sainte-Marie-de- 
Beauce and Saint-Jogues, 
then finally in Burnt River, 
Ont. 

The charismatic Theri¬ 
ault, who wanted to be 
called Moses, was brilliant 


at manipulating both the 
legal system and vulnera¬ 
ble individuals. 

He was sentenced to life 
in prison in 1993 for the 
gruesome murder of his 
wife Solange Boilard, dis¬ 
embowelling her with a 
kitchen knife as part of a 
cult ritual. 

Theriault was engaged 
in physical and sexual 
abuse of members of the 
cult, including the ampu¬ 
tation of the hand of one 
woman, Gabrielle 

Lavallee. 

A television movie 
about his bizarre cult, 
which was modelled on 
Old Testament themes, 
was titled Savage Messiah.

Yesterday in China wit¬ 
nessed a fresh attempt by 
activists in 18 cities to ral¬ 
ly the people for justice 
and equality in a move¬ 
ment of civil dissent akin 
to the events in the Arab 
world. 

In Shanghai, at least 
seven people were arrest¬ 
ed after police quelled an¬ 
ti-government protests. 
Meanwhile, in Beijing, I 
witnessed how city au¬ 
thorities reacted to signs 
of civil opposition — and 
how I got caught up in it. 

In the Wangftijing shop¬ 
ping district downtown, 
one metro station away 
from Tiananmen Square, 
construction barriers were 
in place since Friday on a 
street activists had 
planned to demonstrate. 
By yesterday, Wangftijing 
had morphed into some¬ 
thing that looked more 
like a massive police sta¬ 
tion. There were already 
more police about than 
regular shoppers or even 
potential protesters: Po¬ 
licemen in plain clothes, 
Chengguan guards (munic¬ 
ipal police), emergency po¬ 
lice units, civil volunteers 
and other security person¬ 
nel. 

Six street-sweeping 
trucks were spraying wa¬ 
ter across the pavement to 
disperse clusters of 


passersby. Ten state securi¬ 
ty agents dressed like Bei¬ 
jing street cleaners were 
wandering around RFC 
and McDonald’s, the two 
restaurants where protest¬ 
ers were due to gather. Ap¬ 
proximately 100 police 
vehicles were parked at 
each exit of the shopping 
street. 

China Mobile, a state- 
owned telecommunica¬ 
tions company, shut down 
its 3G/GPRS cellphone ac¬ 
cess for one hour. 

At 2 p.m. local time, 
hundreds of soldiers in 
uniform, aimed at main¬ 
taining stability inside the 
country, were seen march¬ 
ing on Wangftijing. Access 
to the shopping street was 
completely prohibited to 
any new pedestrians from 
2:30 p.m., local time, on¬ 
wards. As I had expected, 
due to heavy police pres¬ 
ence, there were scant 
signs of anyone coming to 
support the Jasmine Revo¬ 
lution despite many calls 
on Twitter and other social 
media. 

Curiously, there are tell¬ 
tale signs that the heavy 
snow Saturday and yester¬ 
day morning was artificial¬ 
ly provoked by the Beijing 
Weather Modification Unit 
to discourage crowds on 
the streets. This state me¬ 
teorological agency is 
known for attempting to 
alter weather and increase 
precipitation by firing 
rockets loaded with silver 
iodide into clouds above.

Toddler 
stuck in 
locked vault 
for hours 

A 14-month-old girl who 
wandered away from her 
mother and grandmother 
spent several tense hours 
trapped inside a time 
locked bank vault and au¬ 
thorities pumped fresh air 
through vents to the crying 
child until a locksmith 
freed her. police said. 

The locksmith pried the 
toddler unharmed from the 
vault Friday night about 
four hours later. 

She went missing while 
visiting a grandparent who 
worked at a Wells Fargo 
bank branch in the Atlanta 
suburb of Conyers, police 


said. 

Authorities say police 
and firefighters couldn’t 
free the toddler and fever¬ 
ishly summoned the lock¬ 
smith after the child 
apparently strayed into the 
open vault as tlie bank was 
closing Friday — before an 
employee shut the vault 
door for the day. 

Conyers police Chief 
Gene Wilson told the At¬ 
lanta Journal-Constitution 
it was a “veiy tense scene” 
as authorities stood by 
along with the relatives, 
and rescue workers 
pumped fresh air into vents 
leading to the vault. 

The child was spotted on 
security cameras inside the 
vault, which has a time-re¬ 
lease lock, Wilson said. 

He added that the girl 
was fine except for needing 
a diaper change.

Rocketing oil prices: 
Who stands to gain? 


O Western Canada will do much better, Central 
Canada noticeably worse, economists say 


The Middle East unrest 
sending gas prices to $1.20 
a litre and beyond could 
prove beneficial to some. 

For oil-producing 

provinces that collect royal¬ 
ties from resources, the 
payoff is considerable. 

For non-producers, there 
is only pain. By some esti¬ 
mates, eveiy $10 hike in 
the price of oil trims On¬ 
tario’s annual economic 
output by 0.1 to 0.3 percent¬ 
age points. 

As for Ottawa, which is 
deep in red ink, analysts 


believe the feds will make 
off like at least a modest 
bandit from high oil prices. 

That’s what happened 
when commodities hit 
record levels in the years 
leading up to the 2008 re¬ 
cession, said Michael Gre¬ 
gory, an economist with 
BMO Capital Markets. 

“In Canada we do get 
the income boost. Corpo¬ 
rate profits go up, Canadi¬ 
ans own stock, so their 
wealth goes up and the 
dollar tends to drift up, so 
you can buy more,” he 


said. All that generates 
government revenues. 

Profitable companies 
tend to hire more employ¬ 
ees and pay them more, he 
added, generating tax rev¬ 
enues. More jobs in the oil- 
patch mean more jobs in 
support manufacturing in¬ 
dustries in Ontario. 

On the other side of the 
ledger, high oil prices slow 
down the U.S. economy, 
which tends to hurt ex¬ 
porters in Ontario. They al¬ 
so add to business costs.

Volatile oil prices, the latest 
word from the Bank of 
Canada on interest rates 
and a report on Decem¬ 
ber’s economic growth will 
give investors plenty to 
chew over this week. 

Traders will be focused 
on oil prices in particular, 
after a dizz 5 dng market ride 


last week in which crude 
surged to more than $103 
US a barrel. Crude ended 
the week at $97.88 US amid 
signs the crisis in Libya 
may have cut crude sup¬ 
plies less than previously 
estimated. 

Oil prices will also factor 
into tomorrow’s Bank of 


Canada report. The central 
bank is expected to keep its 
key interest rate un¬ 
changed at one per cent. 

Economists have said 
the bank probably will not 
raise rates until midyear, 
and governor Mark Car¬ 
ney’s decision will be made 
more difficult by the wild 


swings in oil prices. 

Meanwhile, investors 
are looking for good news 
from Statistics Canada 
when the agency reports 
today on economic growth 
for December. TD Econom¬ 
ics forecasts a GDP boost of 
three to 3.5 per cent.

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DOWNTOWN ARENA DEBATE CONTINUES

The debate about a 
downtown arena shows no 
signs of abating any time 
soon. 

O n the upside, every¬ 
one seems to be get¬ 
ting a kick at the 
can, which is what 
democracy is all 
about. In addition to 
newspaper and television cover¬ 
age, there is a plethora of tweets, 
blogs, letters to the editor and 
various and sundry posts on 
websites. 

The downside to all this opin- 
ionating is it creates a lot of 
noise in the communication 
channels, which makes it 
difficult to determine exactly 
how the majority of Edmontoni¬ 
ans feel about a downtown arena 
that would either be partially or 


fully paid for with civic tax dol¬ 
lars. I think this confusion can 
be traced back to 
how the issue 
was originally 
presented. 

If we could 
back up in time, 

I think we 
should have 
started asking 
Edmontonians if 
they want an 
NHL team in Ed¬ 
monton. I 
suspect the 
answer would be 
yes. But, at best, 
it’s just that, a 
suspicion. This 
city has changed 
a great deal 
since the gloiy 
days of the Edmonton Oilers. 
Many people who live here now 


have no memoiy of that time 
and have no ties to our national 
winter game 
whatsoever. 

It could veiy 
well be that the 
majority of Ed¬ 
montonians 
don’t really 
care whether 
we have an 
NHL team or 
not. If we had a 
clear indication 
of that, the dis¬ 
cussion of who 
pays for a new 
arena and its lo¬ 
cation would be 
moot. There 
would be no 
new arena, pe¬ 
riod. 

But let’s assume we posed 
that question and the answer

was yes. The next step would be 
to ask Edmontonians if there is a 
role for the city to play in ensur¬ 
ing we have a team. Again, if the 
answer was no, the debate 
would end immediately. If the 
answer was yes, the next 
question would be to ask 
Edmontonians what they would 
be willing to do to keep our NHL 
team. 

One of the options would 
have to be nothing, and there 
are certainly those that have tak¬ 
en that tack. The other option 
would be to finance a new arena, 
either entirely or partially with 
tax dollars. 

We could have arrived at an 
answer to those questions and a 
clear direction from the public 
by doing a secure online poll 
conducted by a neutral third par¬ 
ty. Seems to me that would have 
been money well spent.

Swelling numbers of 
iPads, e-readers and 
laptops are swallowing up 
the finite space on the In¬ 
ternet and raising fears of 
the t 5 q)es of slowdowns 
and glitches predicted 
with the Y2K bug. 

The problem stems 
from a decades-old 
oversight: The Internet’s 
inventors assumed four 
billion numeric addresses 
would be plenty.

There’s almost no room 
left on the Internet for 
new computers and gadg¬ 
ets and Canadian Internet 
service providers are com¬ 


peting rather than co-op¬ 
erating to solve the prob¬ 
lem. 

A new, spacious version 
of the Internet is 
available, but many ISPs 
waited too long to 
upgrade. Now the biggest 
fix in cyberspace may 
come down to the digital 
equivalent of binder twine 
and masking tape. 

Canadians could see 


problems when the space 
expires and ISPs make 
customers straddle the old 
Internet and the new 
Internet. 

Old software might fail 
to reach new websites. 

Old firewalls might stop 
everything new from 
working altogether, or 
new firewalls might let in 
hackers old ones stopped.

The King’s Speech 
claims Oscar glory 


O Movie about British monarch 
takes best picture, best actor, best 
director and best screenplay O The 
Fighter gets two acting awards 


The King’s Speech was 
crowned best picture last 
night at an Academy 
Awards ceremony as pre¬ 
cise as a state coronation, 
the monarchy drama lead¬ 
ing as expected with four 
Oscars and predictable 
favourites claiming acting 
honours. 

Colin Firth as stammer¬ 
ing British ruler George VI 
in The King’s Speech 
earned the best-actor prize, 
while Natalie Portman won 
best actress as a delusional 
ballerina in Black Swan. 

The boxing drama The 
Fighter claimed both sup¬ 
porting-acting honours, for 
Christian Bale as a boxer- 
turned-drug-abuser and 
Melissa Leo as a boxing 
clan’s domineering matri¬ 
arch. 

The King’s Speech also 
won the directing prize for 
Tom Hooper and the origi¬ 
nal-screenplay Oscar for 
David Seidler, a boyhood 
stutterer himself 

“I have a feeling my ca¬ 
reer’s just peaked,” Firth 
said. “I’m afraid I have to 
warn you that I’m experi¬ 
encing stirrings some¬ 
where in the upper 
abdominals which are 
threatening to form them¬ 
selves into dance moves.” 

Among those Portman 
beat was Annette Bening 
for The Kids Are All Right. 
Bening now has lost all 
four times she’s been nom¬ 
inated. 

“Thank you so much. 
This is insane, and I truly, 
sincerely wish that the 
prize tonight was to get to 
work with my fellow nomi¬ 
nees. I’m so in awe of you,” 
Portman said. 

Network censors 

bleeped Leo for dropping 
the F-word during her 
speech. Backstage, she jok¬ 
ingly conceded it was prob¬ 
ably a veiy inappropriate 
place to use that particular 
word. 

“Those words, I apolo¬ 
gize to anyone that they of¬ 
fend. There is a great deal 
of the English language 
that is in my vernacular,” 
Leo said. 

Bale joked that he was 
keeping his language 
clean. “Fm not going to 
drop the F-bomb like she

did,” he said. “I’ve done 
that plenty of times be¬ 
fore.”

Hooper, a relative big- 
screen newcomer best 
known for classy TV dra¬ 
ma, took the industry’s top 
filmmaking prize over Hol- 
l 5 AVOod veteran David 
Fincher, who had been a 
strong prospect for his

The screenplay win 
capped a lifelong dream for 
King’s Speech writer Sei¬ 
dler, a boyhood stutterer 
bom in London in 1937, a 
year after George took the 
throne. Seidler, who over¬ 
came his own stutter at age 
16, had long vowed to one 
day write about the 
monarch whose fortitude 
set an example for him in 
childhood. 

The Danish drama In a 
Better World won the best 
foreign language film Os¬ 
car. In a Better world beat 
out Canadian hopeful In-

Darren Aronofsky’s Black 
Swan dominated the Film 
Independent Spirit 

Awards, which celebrated 
the best in independent 
film with a beachside 
awards ceremony in Santa 
Monica the day before the 
Oscars. 

Aronofsky’s ballet-fo¬ 
cused psychological 

thriller, which recently 
crossed the $100 million 
mark at the box office, 
won Best Feature, Best Di¬ 
rector, Best Cinematogra¬ 
pher and Best Actress for 
Natalie Portman. 

With Oscar heavy¬ 
weights the Social Net¬ 
work and The King’s 
Speech ruled out due to 
budget and relegated to 
the foreign film categoiy, 
respectively, the Spirit 
Awards were a chance for 
other Academy Awards 
hopefuls to shine. 

Best Actor nominee — 
and Oscar co-host — James 
Franco took home the 
Spirit Award for Best Male 
Lead, while Oscar nominee 
John Hawkes won Best 
Supporting Male for Win¬ 
ter’s Bone. The King’s 
Speech still managed to 
sneak in, winning the Best 
Foreign Film award. 

Given the studio muscle 
behind Black Swan, some 
have questioned whether 
it was fair to place it in 
competition against other 
indies. The film qualified 
because its production 
budget was below $20 mil¬ 
lion. 

“It’s a very hard word to 
describe and people have 
been tiying to figure it out 
for years,” Aronofsky told 
reporters after the ceremo¬ 
ny, defending his film.

Canadian cities use an 
enormous amount of salt 
and gravel to keep their 
roads and highways ice- 
free. This salt damages in¬ 
frastructure, eventually 
seeping into the ground 
and water systems, where 
it causes harmful, expen¬ 
sive, toxic after-effects. 

EcoTraction is a pollu¬ 
tion-free alternative devel¬ 
oped by Canadian 
entrepreneurs. It bonds to 
ice, increasing traction, 
and blows away as dust 
when the ice is gone. It’s 
been featured on the popu¬ 
lar CBC television program 
Dragons’ Den.

to scare tactics: Experts 


O When it comes to drug prevention 
among teens, a realistic approach 
may be the key 


Nathaniel Koutsostavros 
had a rough adolescence. 
An absent father and a 
bipolar grandmother creat¬ 
ed a tough life at home, 
while weight issues and de¬ 
pression made high school 
painful. 

At 17, he turned to drugs 
and soon spiralled out of 
control, often spending 
$300 a day on cocaine. 
Looking back, many of 
those days remain a blur, 
but the Toronto native does 
remember the prevention 
programs that tried to stop 


him from what he had be¬ 
come, and how they didn’t 
seem to work. 

“It was unrealistic,” says 
Koutsostavros, now a recov¬ 
ering drug addict who re¬ 
members the scare tactics 
used to ward teens away 
from substance abuse. “If 
someone would have came 
to me and honestly talked 
to me about drugs, it proba¬ 
bly would have helped a lit¬ 
tle more.” 

Koutsostavros recalls be¬ 
ing plied with horror sto¬ 
ries about how one ecstasy 


pill could kill, or how smok¬ 
ing marijuana would lead 
to schizophrenia. Daring 
teenagers not to use drugs 
simply goaded them into 
tiying them, he says. 

“When I tried weed I 
said, ‘This is not doing any¬ 
thing,’ and so I would tty 
other drugs and they would 
have a more positive effect 
than what they led me to 
believe,” says Kout¬ 
sostavros. “I feel like scare 
tactics are the worst things 
you can use with drugs.” 

The 21-year-old, who 
completed a stint in rehab a 
year and a half ago, now 
shares his experiences with 
high school kids, offering a 
realistic view of what hap¬ 
pens to addicts. No horror 


stories, just the facts. 

It’s an approach that a 
leading scientist in the U.S. 
is ttying hard to push into 
practice all over North 
America. 

Dr. Nora Volkow, direc¬ 
tor of the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse, says teens 
are more likely to respond 
to drug prevention mes¬ 
sages if they come from 
other young people. But, 
she cautions, teens are also 
more likely to take drugs if 
their peers do as well.

that is tailored for adoles¬ 
cents would be more effec¬ 
tive.” 

A multi-pronged drug 
prevention approach, 
which targets an adoles¬ 
cent’s family, school and 
community, would pack 
the hardest punch, she 
says. But while evidence for 
the success of such pro¬ 
grams exists, Volkow says 
only a handful of schools 
and communities imple¬ 
ment them. And that’s 
something she hopes will 
change. 

“You need simple, realis¬ 
tic, user-friendly preven¬ 
tion approaches, otherwise 
it won’t go anjrwhere,” she 
says. 

Dennis Long knows com¬ 
munities can do more to 
prevent teenage substance 
abuse. The director of 
Breakaway, a Toronto-based 
outreach and addiction 
treatment centre, has been 
in the field for 35 years and 
says the numbers for youth 
drug use aren’t declining in 
any significant way. 

But he says it’s impor¬ 
tant that teen drug abuse 
prevention programs get 
away from focusing solely 
on addiction because ado¬ 
lescents use substances dif¬ 
ferently. Long explains that 
teenagers have a higher 
tendency to stay clean dur¬ 
ing the week and then 
binge on any given sub¬ 
stance over the weekend, 
meaning prevention efforts 
have to take such habits in¬ 
to consideration. 

He adds that it’s also im¬ 
portant for parents and 
teachers to realize that sub¬ 
stances like alcohol can be 
just as dangerous as hard 
drugs when abused.

Part of the solution is un¬ 
derstanding just how dif¬ 
ferent teenage brains are. 

► Volkow explains that teen 
brains are thought to be 
more likely to experiment 
with drugs because they 
are still developing. The 
connections between the 
area of the brain that 
makes decisions and the 
area that takes action 
aren’t as strong as those in 
adults, she says. 

► Once exposed to drugs, 
Volkow’s institute has 
shown that teenagers are 
more vulnerable to becom¬ 
ing addicted because their 
developing brains are able 
to adapt and learn certain 
behaviours faster than 
adults. 


that are veiy upset they’ve 
discovered a joint in their 
son or daughter’s room and 
yet, when we start talking 
to the young person we 
find they’re drinking at an 
alarming rate but the par¬ 
ents are like, ‘Oh that’s OK, 
it’s just beer,”’ he says. “We 
have to start to look at how 
we endorse certain kinds of 
behaviour patterns among 
young people.” 

Ultimately, Long’s team 
tries to stay realistic when 
reaching out to teens. 

“We don’t come from a 
hard-line abstinence base. 
That’s completely ineffec¬ 
tive,” he says. “We give 
them the straight facts, 
drawn from scientific evi¬ 
dence. We don’t tiy to scare 
them.”

The Bruins went ahead 
by one with just 1:21 left 
in the first as David Krejci 
faked a shot before send¬ 
ing it over to Horton who 
had an empty net to shoot 
it into.
